SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Engineering  Study  on  the  dam  in  South  Acvvorth  has  been  completed.  It 
concludes  that  any  repairs  to  the  dam  would  not  be  money  well  spent  and 
estimates  the  cost  of  rebuilding  the  dam  to  be  approximately  $140,000.  The 
Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee  ha\e  not  included  this  expenditure  in  the 
1980  Budget. 

A  few  months  ago,  the  Board  agreed  to  lease  a  recycling  container  which  is 
located  at  the  Transfer  Station  as  a  first  step  towards  reclaiming  recyclable 
materials  from  the  tonnage  being  sent  to  Claremont.  Currently,  newspaper,  glass 
and  aluminum  are  being  accepted.  Earl  Luther  has  been  attending  meetings  of  a 
recycling  group  represnting  Washington,  Unity,  Goshen,  Lempster  and  Acworth- 
Langdon,  which  is  looking  for  markets  for  recyclables.  Anyone  interested  in 
participating  in  this  effort  is  invited  to  contact  Earl  or  one  of  the  Selectmen. 

Perambulation  of  Town  Lines  was  an  early  summer  project  for  this  Board.  The 
town  lines  of  Acworth  Langdon,  Acworth  Charlestt)wn  and  Acworth  Marlow 
were  walked  and  remarked  with  members  of  the  other  Town's  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  Ben  Porter,  who  kept  us  headed  in  the  right  direction. 

The  Grange  Hall  received  roof  repairs  and  new  shingles  in  the  fall.  This 
building  is  now  owned  by  the  Town  and  while  any  public  use  of  the  building  is 
probably  at  least  a  few  years  away,  the  building  must  be  made  weather-tight.  The 
Budget  Committee  has  proposed  that  $2,000  be  spent  on  repairs  in  1989.  This 
will  be  used  to  weatherproof  the  back  wall  of  the  building  and  provide  an  interior 
supporting  timber. 

The  Town  purchased  "Mill  Pond  .\cre"  in  1988  from  Charles  Davis.  This  lot. 
located  in  the  village  of  South  Acworth  on  the  Cold  River,  and  next  to  the  bridge, 
is  suitable  for  recreational  activities.  The  Recreation  Committee  has  discussed 
possible  uses  with  this  Board. 

The  Selectmen  continue  to  meet  on  alternating  Monday  evenings.

I.  Introduction: 

—  A  study  has  been  requested  to  determine  course  of  action  in  relation  to  the 
deterioration  of  the  old  mill  dam  on  tiie  Cold  River  in  South  Acworth. 

—  Options  to  be  considered  include: 

1.  No  action 

2.  Repair  of  the  existing  structure 

3.  Replacement 

II.  General  History  Summary: 

—  Mill  site  goes  back  to  1 772 

—  Mill  destroyed  by  a  flood  in  1782  and  rebuilt  in  1790 

—  1880  Census  :  20  ft.  fall  of  water 

:  3  ft.  turbine  ""  166  RPM  generated  40  HP 

—  Mill  destroyed  by  fire  in  1890  and  rebuilt 

—  Mill  destroyed  by  fire  in  1924  and  never  rebuilt

III.  Condition  of  dam  to  date:     (field  inspection  11  8  88) 

—  The  current  structure  stands  with  a  portion  of  the  lower  spillway  and  all  of 
the  upper  spillway  breached.  The  stoplog  section  added  during  the  constuc- 
tion  of  the  new  bridge  remains  intact  along  with  the  rest  of  the  structure  in 
general.  The  lower  4"  X  4"  gate  section  remains  plugged  but  with  some  leakage. 
Breached  sections  reveal  timbei-,  mortared  stone,  varying  forms  of  metal  for 
reinlbrcing  and  tie  bais  to  ledge.  Metal  rods  l)olting  the  limi)ers  together  are 
exposeti  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lower  gate  section.  Downstream  concrete  facing 
exposed  tt)  the  weather  is  very  brittle  anil  cracked.  Areas  not  breached, 
especially  the  downstream  face  of  the  right  abutnient  (facing  downstream  ) 
reveal  the  oxidizing  process  of  the  metal  reinfon  ing  and  timber  tie  rods 
through  the  orange  discoloration  of  its  ledge  foundation. 

—  The  dam  sits  on  and  is  tied  to  a  very  irregular  ledge  foundation  which  is 
exposed  on  the  donwstream  side.  The  upstream  side  is  heavily  silted  in 
making  visual  observation  to  ledge  impossible.  Based  upon  irregularities  of 
the  base  it  is  assumed  that  little  work  was  done  in  preparing  a  foundation.  It 
appears  that  the  stability  of  the  structure  was  meant  to  depend  up(jn  a  rigid 
spillway  section  supported  by  end  sections  and  timber  framing  tied  to  ledge. 

—  The  dam  is  assumed  to  have  been  originally  constructed  of  timber  and 
stone  with  the  exterior  being  capped  and  faced  later  in  time.  The  lacking  of  an 
impervious  core  is  evident  in  a  photograph  of  the  dam  taken  in  Aug.  of  19-58. 
The  photograph  shows  the  leak  through  the  dam  which  eventually  led  to  the 
current  breaching  of  the  structure. 

IV.  No  action: 

—  Tiie  dam  is  currently  breached  so  the  option  of  no  action  would  mo.st 
probably  lead  to  the  deterioration  of  the  spillway  sections  up  to  the  end 
abutments.  It  is  expected  that  the  end  abutmei\ts  would  remain  since  they 
would  be  less  exposed  to  water  action  upon  the  lowering  of  the  water  level,  it 
is  expected  that  the  bridge  abutments  would  remain  unaffected  for  the  same 
reason,  but  rock  fill  should  be  placed  in  the  vicinity  of  the  abutments  as  a 
precaution  to  ice  action. 

—  The  greatest  environmental  concern  would  involve  the  loss  of  the  pool 
prior  to  the  dam.  Downstream  effects  would  be  minimal  since  the  current 
structure  does  not  depend  upon  storage  and  passes  virtually  all  of  an  incom 
ing  storm. 

V.  Repair  of  existing  structure: 

—  Any  type  of  repair  in  this  instance  could  only  be  considered  a  temporar\' 
solution  since  the  structural  integrity  of  the  dam  itsc>lf  is  in  question.  The 
integrity  of  the  timbers  undoubtedly  play  a  factor  in  the  stability  of  the  dam. 
Currently  some  timbers  are  exposed  and  show  signs  of  rotting  due  to  the 
deterioration  of  concrete  facing.  In  the  breached  section  exposed  timbers 
have  been  either  damaged  or  washed  away.  Replacement  of  specific  deterio- 
rated timber  would  improve  the  integrity  of  those  sections  but  not  necessarily 
the  rest  of  the  remaining  structure.  As  in  the  repair  of  any  old  structure  of 
unknown  origin,  the  more  you  dig  the  more  jiroblems,  often  unexpected,  to 
contend  wit  h. 

—  Kven  if  the  interior  of  tiie  structure  could  be  assumed  sound,  simple 
refacing  of  the  structure  would  not  guarantee  a  permanent  solution.  The 
freeze-thaw  action  of  water  would  lead  to  premature  deicrioration  should 
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moisture  find  its  way  beneath  the  facing.  Evidence  ol'tliis  can  be  seen  through 
piiotographs  taken  by  the  N.H.  Water  Resources  Board  dated  Aug.  11,  1958 
and  this  office  on  Nov.  8,  1 988.  The  early  photo  sliows  exposed  timbers  on  the 
lower  portion  of  the  downstream  left  abutment  (dwnstr.  facing  upstr. ).  The 
more  recent  photo  shows  the  same  wall  where  it  had  been  patclied  and 
refaced  sometime  between  the  dates  of  the  two  phtographs.  Note  the  deterio- 
ration of  the  patched  an  refaced  area  in  the  most  recent  photo. 

—  In  summary,  repair  to  the  current  structure  could  prove  to  be  more 
involved  and  costly  than  total  replacement  since  the  condition  of  the  interior 
of  the  dam  is  not  known. 

VI.  Replacement: 

—  Total  replacement  would  be  the  most  permanent  option  should  the  struc- 
ture be  saved.  The  simplest  replacement  would  involve  building  in  the  original 
location  of  the  dam  since  the  characteristics  of  the  ledge  are  unknown 
beyond  the  downstream  face  of  the  existing  dam.  By  constructing  an  abut- 
ment from  the  bridge  foundation  similar  to  that  of  the  existing  left  hand 
abutment  (dwnstr.  facing  upstr.)  on  the  right  hand  side  (same  reference),  the 
resulting  structure  would  be  significantly  stronger  than  the  original.  Note 
that  the  current  breached  area  would  be  eliminated.  Refer  to  the  submitted 
plans  showing  the  current  structure  and  the  proposed  structure.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

1988 

We  as  a  commission  feel  tliis  has  been  a  good  year.  A  lot  has  been  accomplished 
towards  a  clean,  healthy  environment. 

This  year  we  had  a  very  successful  Greenup  Week.  Many  of  our  town  residents 
helped  to  make  it  a  great  success  by  cleaning  our  roads  of  debris  and  delivering  it 
to  Terry  at  the  dump.  Terry  had  barrels  ready  for  our  Greenup  project  to  be  used 
for  recycling,  many  thanks  Terry. 

We  now  have  a  signed  deed  on  13.45  acres  of  land  donated  to  the  town  by  Mr. 
Felix  Pereira  of  Dedham,  Ma.  This  beautiful  piece  of  land  is  located  on  East 
Acworth  Road,  from  the  bridge  to  the  Lempster  town  line  and  is  bordered  on  one 
side  by  the  river  and  the  road  on  the  other  side.  Making  this  an  ideal  spot  for 
fishing,  picnics  and  wildlife  observations. 

Again  many  thanks  to  Mr.  Pereira  for  his  most  generous  gift.  Unfortunately  we 
were  unable  to  receive  matching  funds  from  the  L.C.I. P.  on  this  parcel  of  land  as 
no  other  offers  or  purchases  of  land  or  easements  were  made. 

As  a  commission  we  feel  that  we  have  come  a  long  way,  in  getting  organized, 
enforcing  zoning  laws.  In  the  future  the  commission  would  like  to  have  someone 
appointed  to  check  on  building  permits  thus  making  sure  that  plans  are  followed 
by  the  builder  and  that  building  codes  are  adhered  to. 

Our  future  goal  is  to  see  non  point  pollution  eradicated  from  the  town.  This 
would  include  household  chemicals,  old  leaking  storage  tanks,  used  motor  oils, 
junk  cars  that  are  getting  to  be  an  environmental  danger  to  the  community. 

Our  rivers  must  be  kept  clean,  our  brooks  pristine,  and  our  forest  preserved  as 
much  as  possible.  We  are  also  working  to  keep  our  ponds  and  lakes  free  of 
pollutants  and  garbage.  The  only  way  we  can  succeed  to  do  this  is  with  your  help.

Late  in  1988  tlio  Acvvortli-Laiigdoii  Transfer  Station  took  a  step  in  the  rigiu 
direction  as  a  recycling  center  was  set  up  at  the  dump  and  we  are  now  able  to 
recycle  glass  (clear,  brown  &  green  -  no  lops!),  newspapers  (no  magazines) 
which  you  can  bring  in  paper  l)ags,  you  don't  have  to  tie  them.  Fact  is  you  can 
bring  magazines  separately  but  t  hey  don't  go  in  with  the  newspaper.  But  neither 
do  you  have  to  throw  them  in  tlie  compactor,  save  them  out  il  you  want. 

Cienerally  speaking,  most  people  seem  interested  in  and  e.\cited  aliout  recy- 
cling. A  recalcitrant  few  don't,  but  it  is  encouraging  that  in  the  main,  recycling  is 
being  done  without  complaint.  That's  good.  We  must  keep  .Mother  Earth 
habitable. 

We  have  a  pile  for  metal  that  is  semi-separated  and  so  too  with  a  place  for 
wood  which  we  occasionally  are  still  permitted  to  burn. 

NO  metal  in  Hig.Squash  (The  Compactor ).  It  is  not  omnivrous  and  the  inciner- 
ator in  Claremont  will  send  back  what  it  cannot  i)urn  and  we  will  have  to  pay  for 
that. 

Tires?  Five.  Vou  can  bring  five  off  the  rims.  Vou  can  bring  the  rims  too,  but  not 
with  the  tire  on.  Commercial  haulers  of  tires:  you  can't  bring  them  to  the 
.Acworth-Langdon  Transfer  Station. 

Please,  if  you  come  from  Acwortli  and  oi-  Langdon  but  your  trash  doesn't 
-don't  bring  it  here.  Vou  may  be  helping  your  neighbor  but  it's  ultimately  coming 
out  »)f  your  wallet. 

Hazardous  wastes. .  .such  as  oil,  paint,  paint  thinner-  it's  a  long  list.  If  you  have 
any  questions,  ask  before  you  bring  them  in  and  we'll  see  what  can  be  done. 

Bring  your  batteries  -  household  &  automotive  .  .  . 

Bring  your  failed  appliances,  but  use  them  as  long  as  you  can  because  they  cost 
abundletoget  ridof  and  it's  your  money  paying  to  get  rid  ofthcMii.Town  money  is 
your  money. 

There  are  lots  of  facts  and  figures  available  elsewhere  in  the  Town  Report  but 
I've  omitted  them  here  to  use  this  little  space  as  a  soap  box  to  encourage  you  to 
consider  (or  continue)  recycling  as  part  of  the  solution.

REPORT  FOR  1988 


The  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  t^  Kescue  Co.,  Inc.  received  40  calls  during  1988 
-21  fires,  16  rescue,  and  3  foi^  mutual  aid  to  other  communities.  Other  public 
services  included  lighting  the  Christmas  tree  on  the  common  and  placement  of  a 
community  bulletin  board  at  the  Acworth  post  office.  We  thank  the  Acworth 
Woman's  Club,  the  Acworth  Community  Aid  and  the  Female  Charitable  Society 
for  financial  assistance  in  these  projects. 

Finding  enough  volunteers  for  the  rescue  squad  continues  to  be  a  problem. 
Captain  Kenneth  Christie  urges  that  anyone  interested  get  in  touch  with  him  for 
information  about  requiren^ents. 

The  most  visible  change  this  year  was  that  the  Acworth  Post  Office  moved 
from  its  temporary  quarters  at  the  fire  station  to  the  new  builidng  next  door, 
which  is  owned  by  the  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  &  Rescue  Company  and  leased  to 
the  U.S.  Postal  Service.  Business  at  the  new  post  office  increased  substantially, 
putting  Acworth  into  a  new  category  that  provides  all  day  postal  service  during 
the  week  as  well  as  a  half  day  on  Saturdays.  The  old  post  office  boxes  were  given 
to  the  Acworth  Historical  Society. 

The  annual  turkey  shoots  were  a  success  once  again.  Continuing  this  commun- 
ity event  is  our  most  critical  concern  this  year.  Although  a  request  that  the 
turkey  shoot  property  be  deeded  to  the  fire  and  rescue  company  was  defeated 
two  years  ago,  we  have  been  contacted  by  many  people  who  supported  the 
request  and  others  who  said  they  had  misinterpreted  tlie  question  at  the  time  or 
who  would  be  in  favor  of  a  lease  rather  than  actual  transfer  of  ownership.  And  so 
many  of  our  loyal  shooters  and  volunteer  workers  have  expressed  dismay  at  the 
prospect  of  losing  the  turkey  shoots  that  we  felt  obligated  to  give  it  another  try. 

We  have  studied  this  matter  from  every  possible  perspective,  held  endless 
discussions,  and  taken  numerous  votes  among  the  membership  to  arrive  at  what 
we  believe  is  a  workable  compromise  between  the  needs  of  the  fire  and  rescue 
company  and  those  who  may  have  voted  against  our  previous  requst.  We  have 
agreed  to  postpone  our  plans  for  expansion  for  three  years  to  allow  a  portion  of 
the  grounds  to  be  used  as  a  temporary  ballfield  while  the  recreation  commission 
seeks  a  permanent  site,  and  we  are  asking  that  voters  ratify  a  lease  between  the 
selectmen  and  the  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  &  Kescue  Co.,  Inc.  If  this  article  is 
approved,  the  turkey  shoots  will  continue  as  they  have  for  the  past  29  years.  If  it 
is  defeated,  the  turkey  shoots  have  ended. 

Either  way,  we  thank  all  who  have  helped  make  the  shoots  a  success  and  all 
who  have  supported  the  fire  and  resuce  company  during  the  past  year.  Your 
donations,  labor,  and  kind  words  are  appreciated.

The  NH  \T  Solid  Waste  Project  has  experieiueci  a  very  hiisy  and  successful 
yeai'.  The  primary  objective  ol  1988  was  the  construction  and  ojjening  oltiie 
Districts"  ash  iandlili.  Construction  actually  began  in  the  Fall  of  1987  with  the 
completion  of  initial  roadway  construction  and  land  clearing.  Work  on  the  ash 
landfill  was  iialted  for  ihe  winter  months  ami  resumed  in  April  1988.  Construc- 
tion of  the  landfill  was  completed  in  October  1988  and  the  ash  landfill  began 
operations  on  October  19,  1988.  fhe  total  cost  for  the  ash  landfill  is  approxi- 
mately >i-i.J.  million  dollars.  This  is  a  state-of-the-art  landfill  with  two  liners,  the 
secondary  liner  being  composetl  of  two  feel  of  compacted  soil  and  the  primary 
liner  is  a  (iO  mil  s\nthetii-  liner.  Kacli  liner  has  a  leachate  collection  system.  The 
lamlfill  also  has  monitoring  wells  and  leachate  storage  tanks.  Anyone  interested 
in  visiting  the  ash  landfill  or  waste-to-eneig\  facility  should  toiitacl  the  Project 
office  directly  at  (,(i();i)  54.3-121)1. 

The  waste! o-energy  facility  has  been  operating  snu)()lhl>  tiuoughout  liie 
year.  The  Districts  are  presently  working  with  SKSClari'inoiu  Co.,  Li' to  improve 
the  efficiency  of  the  plant  in  the  areas  of  moisture  reduction  in  the  ash  and  to 
reduce  the  metal  content  of  the  ash.  The  ash  testing  conductetl  on  random 
samples  taken  from  the  waste-to-enery  facility  ha\e  continually  demonstrated 
that  the  ash  is  non-hazardous.  Ihesamples  taken  ha\(' passed  Ivl'.  Toxicity  tests 
for  all  twelve  months. 

Financial  prol)k'ms  beset  the  Project  during  the  opening  months  of  the  year 
due  to  a  large  unexpected  tax  bill  and  a  budgeting  error.  This  was  corrected  by 
amending  the  1988  budget  and  increasing  the  tijiping  fee  from  $48.0")  ton  to 
•iliO.OO  ton  as  of  August  1,  1988.  While  this  increase  solved  the  cash  flow  prob- 
lems being  experienced,  a  deficit  balanceof$21. ■),()()()  incurred  j)rior  to  August  1, 
1 988  had  to  be  incorporated  in  the  the  1 989  budget.  The  lipping  fee  for  1 9S9  will 
be  $()8.(i2  ton  effective  February  1,  1989. 

There  has  been  several  staff  changes  made  in  tlu'  Project  office  this  _\ear.  In 
April,  John  E.  Cook  was  hired  as  the  Project  Director  to  take  the  place  of  Connie 
Leach,  who  left  to  take  a  position  with  the  State  of  X'ennont.  Denise  Egbert  was 
promoted  to  Business  Manager.  In  June,  Carl  E.  Hirth  was  hireii  to  be  the 
Recycling  Manager  Planner  for  the  Districts.  Mr.  Mirth's  initial  task  will  be  to 
ailminisler  the  \ermont  State  Planning  (Jrant  for  the  Southern  Windsor  Wind- 
ham Counties  Solid  Waste  .Management  District.  The  grant  awarded  is  in  the 
amount  of  $19(i,770  and  is  for  the  purpose  of  writing  the  new  solid  waste  plan 
required  by  the  Slate  of  Vermont  for  the  District.  The  revision  of  this  plan  will 
bring  the  District  in  line  with  the  Vermont  Solid  Waste  Plan  (Act  78).  This  task  is 
expected  to  be  completed  in  the  Fall  of  1989. 

Recycling  is  a  major  goal  of  the  NH-VT  Solid  Waste  piojett,  .Many  of  the 
member  towns  have  already  instituted  recycling  |)rogiams  of  their  own  accord. 
These  towns  include  Cavendish,  Chester,  Ludlow,  Rockingham,  Springfield, 
Reading,  Weathersfield  and  Windsor  in  Vermont,  and  Center  Harbor.  Clare mont, 
Cornish,  (iranlham,  Plainfield,  Newport,  .New  London,  Springfield  ami  Sunapee 
in  New  Hampshire.  The  Towns  of  Goshen,  Lempsler,  Inity,  and  Washington  in 
.New  Hampshire  are  presently  uniting  to  begin  the  initial  stages  of  planning  a 
recycling  facility  and  program  for  their  towns. 

The  need  for  more  active  recycling  was  pointed  out  by  the  fact  that  member 
towns  overdelivered  to  the  waste-to-energy  facility  by  2,900  tons  in  1988.  The 
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Districts'  guaranteed  annual  tonnage  for  1988  was  47,500  tons  and  we  will 
deliver  approximately  50,400  tons.  The  Districts  have  elected  to  retroactively 
increase  their  guaranteed  annual  tonnage  in  1988  to  50,300  ton  effective  Janu- 
ary 1,  1988.  In  1989,  the  Districts  will  request  a  guaranteed  annual  tonnage  of 
55,300  to  allow  for  the  accomodation  of  new  member  towns  and  conditional 
members  as  well  as  allow  for  growth  of  current  members.  The  Project  has 
received  several  requests  from  interested  towns  in  both  states  seeking  member- 
ship into  the  Districts.  As  a  result  of  several  Joint  Meetings  and  separate  meet- 
ings of  the  Districts,  as  well  as  the  Executive  Committee,  it  was  determined  that 
the  Project  is  interested  in  exploring  the  concept  of  accepting  new  members  in 
1989  and  will  adjust  their  guaranteed  annual  tonnage  accordingly. 

Overall,  this  has  been  a  very  successful  year.  Operations  at  both  the  waste-to- 
energy  facility  and  landfill  are  going  well  and  the  Districts'  increased  involve- 
ment in  recycling  and  total  waste  management  make  our  prospects  for  the 
coming  year  very  active.

This  lease  made  this  day  of 


1989,  by  and  between  the  Town  of  Acworth,  a  municipal 
corporation  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  and  having  an  address  of  Acworth,  New  Hampshire 
03601,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  Lessor,  and  the  Acworth 
Volunteer  Fire  and  Rescue  Co.,  Inc.,  a  non-profit  corporation 
organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  and  having  a  mailing  address  of  Acworth,  New 
Hampshire  03601,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  Lessee. 

1.   DEMISE.  DESCRIPTION.  AND  USE  OF  PREMISES: 

Lessor  leases  to  Lessee  and  Lessee  hires  from  Lessor,  for 
the  purpose  of  conducting  therein  any  lawful  business, 
including  but  not  limited  to  Turkey  Shoot  related  operations, 
certain  premises  with  all  appurtenances  thereto,  situated  in 
the  Town  of  Acworth,  County  of  Sullivan,  and  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  more  particularly  described  in  the  schedule 
attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  and  made  a  part  hereof.  As 
used  herein,  the  term  "premises"  refers  to  the  real  property 
described  in  said  Exhibit  and  to  any  improvements  located 
thereon  from  time  to  time  during  the  term  of  this  lease. 

2.   TERMS ; 

The  initial  term  of  this  lease  shall  be  for  ten  (10) 

years,  commencing  on  ,  1989,  and  ending  on 

,  1999.   As  used  herein  the  expression  "term 

hereof"  refers  to  such  initial  term  and  to  any  renewal 
thereof  as  here  and  after  provided. 

3.  RENT; 

The  rent  for  the  initial  term  of  this  lease,  and  for  any 
renewals  hereof  shall  be  $1.00  per  year,  which  Lessee  shall 
pay,  without  offset,  at  the  Town  Hall,  the  first  payment  to 
be  made  on  the  first  day  of  the  lease  and  subsequent 
payments  to  be  on  the  anniversary  date  of  each  year 
thereafter  for  the  entire  term  hereof  and  any  renewal 
periods.

Lessor  covenants  that  Lessor  has  the  right  to  make  this 
lease  and  that  Lessee  shall  have  quiet  and  peaceable 
possession  of  the  demised  premises  during  the  term  hereof  and 
any  renewal  periods. 

5.  USES  PROHIBITED: 

Lessee  shall  not  use,  or  permit  the  demised  premises,  or 
any  part  thereof,  to  be  used,  for  any  illegal  purposes. 

6.  LESSEE  CURRENTLY  IN  POSSESSION: 

It  is  understood  that  Lessor  has  heretofore  given  to 
Lessee  the  possession  of  the  demised  premises,  without 
benefit  of  written  lease.  It  is  also  understood  that  Lessor 
has  heretofore  given  to  the  Town  of  Acworth  Recreation 
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Commission  the  use  of  a  section  of  the  demised  premises 
currently  used  for  a  little  league  baseball  and  soccer 
field.  Lessee  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  to  honor  the  right 
of  the  Town  of  Acworth  Recreation  Commission  to  remain  in 
possession  of  the  portion  of  the  demised  premises  which 
currently  are  used  for  a  little  league  baseball  and  soccer 
field  for  a  term  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  this  lease, 
subject  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

a.  The  Town  of  Acworth  Recreation  Commission  shall 
surrender  possession  of  the  portion  of  the  demised  premises 
currently  utilized  for  little  league  baseball  and  soccer 

field  on  or  before  ,  1992,  without 

further  notice. 

b.  In  the  event  that  the  Town  of  Acworth  Recreation 
Commission  fails  to  surrender  possession  as  provided 
hereinabove.  Lessee  may  promptly  commence  and  diligently 
pursue  to  completion  any  legal  action  available  to  obtain 
possession  of  the  demised  premises  and  the  Town  of  Acworth 
Recreation  Commission  shall  be  responsible  for  all  costs 
incurred  by  the  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  and  Rescue  Co. ,  Inc. , 
including  but  not  limited  to  reasonable  attorney's  fees. 

7.   CONSTRUCTION  OF  IMPROVEMENTS ; 

Lessee  may  at  Lessee's  sole  expense  erect  on  the  premises 
any  improvements  which  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  for 
the  operation  of  the  Lessee's  "turkey  shoot"  activities,  and 
for  any  other  lawful  activities  for  which  the  premises  are 
used.  All  such  improvements,  with  the  exception  of 
buildings  of  a  permanent  nature  may  be  erected  at  any  time 
throughout  the  term  of  the  lease  at  Lessee's  cost  and  without 
any  expense  to  Lessor.  Lessee  may  at  Lessee's  sole  expense, 
prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  permanent  buildings  to 
be  erected  on  the  premises,  but  such  plans  and  specifications 
shall  be  submitted  to  Lessor  for  Lessor's  written  approval  or 
any  revisions  reguired  by  Lessor.  Lessor  shall  not 
unreasonably  withhold  such  approval,  and  in  the  event  of 
disapproval.  Lessor  shall  give  to  Lessee  an  itemized 
statement  of  reasons  therefor  within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
'the  same  are  submitted  to  Lessor. 

Lessee  shall  have  the  right  to  make  such  alterations, 
improvements,  and  changes  to  any  building  and/or  improvements 
which  may  exist  on  the  premises  at  the  time  as  of  the  date  of 
this  lease  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  without  the  consent 
of  Lessor. 

Any  new  building  or  improvement  constructed  by  Lessee  on 
the  premises,  and  all  alterations,  improvements,  changes  or 
additions  made  in  or  to  such  premises  shall  become  the 
property  of  Lessor  as  of  the  date  of  the  termination  of  the 
lease  term. 

8.   MAINTENANCE  AND  REPAIR  OF  IMPROVEMENTS : 

Lessee  shall  throughout  the  term  of  this  lease,  at  its  own 
cost,  and  without  any  expense  to  Lessor,  keep  and  maintain 
the  premises,  including  but  not  limited  to  any  buildings  and 
improvements  of  every  kind  which  may  be  a  part  thereof,  and 
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all  appurtenances  thereto,  including  driveways,  walkaways, 
parking  areas,  and  sanitary  facilities,  in  good,  sanitary  and 
neat  order,  condition  and  repair,  and  shall  comply  with  and 
abide  by  all  federal,  state,  county  and  municipal,  and  other 
governmental  statutes,  ordinances,  laws  and  regulations 
affecting  the  demised  premises,  the  improvements  thereon  or 
any  activity  or  condition  on  or  in  such  premises. 

9.  LIENS: 

Lessee  shall  keep  all  of  the  premises  and  every  part 
thereof  and  all  buildings  or  other  improvements  at  any  time 
located  thereon  free  and  clear  of  all  mechanics, 
materialmans,  and  other  liens  for  or  arising  out  of  or  in 
connection  with  work  or  labor  done,  services  performed,  or 
materials  or  appliances  used  or  furnished  for  or  in 
connection  with  any  operation  of  Lessee,  any  alteration, 
improvement,  or  repairs  or  additions  which  Lessee  may  make  or 
permit  or  cause  to  be  made,  or  any  work  or  construction,  by, 
for,  or  permitted  by  Lessee  on  or  about  the  premises,  or  any 
obligation  of  any  kind  incurred  by  Lessee,  and  at  all  times 
promptly  and  fully  to  pay  and  discharge  any  and  all  claims  on

premises  or  be  in,  on,  or  about  the  same,  whether  such  loss,

driveways  and  parking  lots,  as  may  be  acceptable  to  Lessor 
and  Lessee  and  shall  include  such  coverage  on  such  terms  as 
may  be  appropriate  and  mutually  agreeable  to  insure  against 
risk  of  loss  from  activities  of  the  Town  of  Acworth 
Recreation  Commission.

The  parties  shall  execute  in  proper  form  for  recording  at 
the  Sullivan  County  Registry  Deeds  and  record  in  the  Sullivan 
County  Registry  Deeds  a  notice  of  this  lease. 

16.  PARTIES  BOUND; 

The  covenants  and  conditions  herein  contained  shall, 
subject  to  the  provisions  as  to  assignment,  transfer,  and 
sub-letting,  apply  to  and  bind  the  heirs,  successors, 
executors,  administrators,  and  assigns  of  all  of  the  parties 
hereto;  and  all  of  the  parties  hereto  shall  be  jointly  and 
severely   liable  hereunder.
